Given in Summary 


A new development in the Ruman- 
ian campaign was revealed in today's 
German official statement which re- 
ports a Bulgarian movement 
north- 
ward in Dobrudja across the southern 
estuary of the Danube. 


The crossing 
was 
effected 
near 
Tultcha, 37 miles southeast of Galatz 
and places the Bulgarians apparently 
on one of the large islands which stud 
the course of the river near its mouth. 


The Teutonic advance is thus car- 
ried nearer the Bessarabian boundary 
which here is formed by the northern 
estuary of the Danube. 


I t remains to be developed whether 
the Bulgarian move is the prelude to 
an effort to turn 
the Russian left 
flank by completing the crossing of 
the stream a t this f a r easterly point. 
In a n y event it gives Field Marshal 
von Mackensen a firmer hold on the 
Danube near its 
mouth, 
the 
only 
stretch 
where 
he 
had not 
already 
complete control of the liver. 


Along the remainder of the Ruman- 
ian front there have been only en- 
gagements between advanced detach- 
ments, these resulting favorably to 
the Teutonic forces, notably in 
the 
Kasino valley region, where a Rus- 
sian 
attack 
in 
some 
force was re- 
pulsed, according to Berlin. 
Other- 
wise the operations on the 
various 
fighting 
fronts have been mostly raid- 
ing enterprises. 
The German report 
mentions a successful movement 
of 
this nature by Bavarian troops near 
Armentieres 
and 
the 
repulse of 
a 
British detachment 
moving 
against 
the German lines in the vicinity of 
Fromelles on the Franco-Belgian line, 
likewise driving off Russian 
raiders

entered

line trenches in t^he Dvinsk region on 
the Russian front.

policies 
which would protect the prestige nrd 
lasting interests of the empire and re- 
move all causes of danger to peace in 
the far east. 


The premier declared that the gov- 
ernment was paying particular atten- 
tion to its relations with China and 
would 
spare no pains to 
cultivate 
neighborly relations. 
He said that the 
Japanese adminivStration was now en- 
deavoring to sweep away all clouds 
which hitherto had darkened the path 
of the two nations and establish rela- 
tions of mutual trust, confidence and 
helpfulness. 


Relations With America. 


In the course of a lengthy address 
in whicli he unequivocally 
asserted 
that Germany's ambition 
for 
world 
hegemony was' the true cause of the 
war, Viscount Motono dwelt particu- 
larly on 
the relations 
between 
the 
United States and 
Japan. 
He 
said 
that Japan has always wished to main- 
tain., the most sincerely amicable rela- 
tions with America. 


"If light clouds," he said, "had oc- 
casionally obscured, however so little, 
the relations of the two countries, they 
were generally dissipated by the com- 
mon good will of the two governments. 
Certainly

questions on

allied countries.

Aimost without pxception appraisement of President "Wilson's ad- 
dress to the national senate on Monday is that the occasion marks a 
milestone in our national life that Avill become historic. 
"With strik- 
ing candor and Avith unusnal force the president set forth what he con- 
ceives to be America's dnty regarding the preservation of peace when 
the present Enropean struggle shall liave come to an end. In brief he 
declared his conviction that safety for America can lie in no peace 
•which it does not have in hand in bringing about: that no agreement in 
which we are not included can remove the menace of war. and that 
nothing less than a IMonroe doctrine of world-wide acceptance and ap- 
plication can make secure the future for nations large or small. 


AVliat ever may develop as to the justification for a positive stand 
of this character at this time, there can be no gainsaying the high 
plane of the president's program or the humanitarian motives which 
actuated him. In the largest sense he was speaking not for the United 
States alone. He was making an appeal for the world. He was urging 
that an equality of right be substituted for aggression; that the great 
powers be content to allow^ the smaller ones to exist, and that justice 
and not force be the measure of adjustment of international differ- 
ences. He spoke for the peaceful rivalry of humanitarianisin rather 
than the crushing power of force, and pleaded for the inviolability of 
international compact to the end that national life everywhere be se- 
cure. 


Senators who listened to the president's words liad no doubt but 
that in them history was in the making. No inkling of the character 
of the address had been permitted" to filter out in advance of its de- 
livery, and the occasion was tense -with possibility, for no man can ex- 
actly foresee the resultant developments of this remarkable paper. 
There are those who shrink from any course that leads the United 
States away from its traditional aloofness regarding world alliances, 
and to these it spells calamity, yet we can conceive no higher under- 
taking for any people than that which seeks to create and to assist in 
maintaining a world peace so definite and so positive that no nation 
would dare to either break it or to indulge the aggression that would 
peril its permanenc3\ 
It is a radical departure from American tra- 
dition that the president proposes, yet he, perhaps better than any 
other, is in position to see the urgent necessity for the course he is ad- 
vocating. 


Indiana drug clerks are leaving no stone unturned, in their efforts 
to secure the passage at this session of the legislature of a bill pre- 
pared in Fort Wayne and presented by Senator Van Auken, of De- 
Kalb and Allen counties, asking for a limitation on the hours they are 
expected to work. The bill originally provided for fifty-four hours a 
week, but an amendment -was added by the committee to which it w-as 
referred making it read sixty hours a week. Without doubt the phar- 
maceutical clerk has been Avorking longer hours than any other clerk, 
and yet if there is anyone in the world who should have a clear brain 
and know what he's doing it is the fellow who fills the prescriptions. 
Nine times out of ten a mistake would lead to serious consequences. 


Governor Goodrich has returned a finding which ousts Ed Lee 
from the public utilities commission before Ralston's appointee had 
been able to do more than fairly begin to enjoy the emoluments, per- 
quisites and the iTonors of the position. It has been a foregone con- 
elusion from the outset that Mr. Lee was to be tossed over the battle- 
ments, but the performance has been conducted in so orderly and de- 
corous a fashion that it is doubtful if Mr. Lee himself can have any 
complaint on that score. 


Six minutes of profound deliberation was sufficient to convince a 
city court jury at Indianapolis that managers of the Columbia and the 
University clubs, raided on a blind tiger affidavit by Col. Lew Shank, 
were not guilty, but the incident cannot be regarded as completely 
closed until Mr. Shank gives in heart-to-heart fashion his candid opin- 
ion of the incident that promised to be a corking good campaign issue 
until it blew up with a loud report. 


Just by way of demonstrating that Indiana republicans have no 
copyright on this economy business, senate democrats are planning the 
introduction of a bill to abolish the office of supreme and appellate 
2ourt reporter, as well as that of custodian of the state house. 
With 
both parties manifesting symptoms of this kind, it is high time for the 
man who hopes there'll be some sort of an office left for him to begin 
viewing the situation with alarm. 


Eminent authority ^from Washington says in substance that the 
federal government has no authority to establish channel lines in the 
rivers at Fort Wayne in the interest of flood control, but that such en- 
deavor is purely a local project. In other words, the Maumee is, under 
the law, a navigable stream, and as such is amenable to federal con- 
trol, but if you want it cleaned up, do it yourself, and don't bother 
Uncle Sam about it.

The postoffice department al- 
ready has asked congress for an ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for experimen- 
tal airmail service and now has under 
consideration a plan for regular ser- 
vice between New York and Chicago. 


This experiment is the logical result 
of the flights by Ruth Law and Victor 
Carlstrom,

through the air near South Bend. The 
carrying of mail would be, as Post- 
master General Burleson points out, 
a much easier thing than flights by 
Miss Law and Mr. Carlstrom. 
The

The mail service would be aided by 
frequent stops and station where sup- 
plies of petrol and parts could be se-

shifting of balances.

New York, Jan. 23.—Uncle Sam has 
put on a baker's cap and solved the 
bread problem! 


Two large loaves, fresh from the 
oven, for a nickel, is his extraordinary 
price I 


But don't get excited, housewives. 
You'll have to become soldiei-s' wives 
as well if you want to lessen your liv- 
ing cost by buying at Uncle Sara's cut- 
rate shop. 


I have just visited the little bakery 
on Bedloe's island, in New York har- 
bor, where two pounds of fresh bread 
are sold for a jitney! The same weight 
of bread in the city would cost IC 
cents! 


Under the shadow of the Statue of 
Liberty, which rises above them sym- 
bolic of their freedom from the high 
cost of living a group of army men and 
their wives are paying less than two 
and one-half cents a pound for bread. 


Under the shadow of the skyscrap- 
ers of Manhattan, monuments to com- 
merce, greed and monopolj', we are 
paying eight cents a pound for bread! 


The bakeshop under the Statue of 
Liberty is typical of other army posts 
throughout the country. 
What goes 
on In the way of, buying and selling 
food here illustrates the 
advantage 
the government can give families of 
soldiers, sailors and marines. 


"Every month we figure the total 
cost of the ingredients we used 
in 
bread and divide it by the number of 
one-pound loaves baked," said the ser- 
geant in charge. ' "The result fixes the 
price for the following month. 


"The soldier's wife doesn't have to 
pay for the labor that goes into the 
loaf, because the soldiers do the work, 
nor for fuel or rent and upkeep of the 
bakeshop. 
The city baker has to pay 
these costs, also the costs of his ma- 
terials, and has to pay himself some 
kind of profit."

me. 
Your theatrical Sherlock Holmes 
with a set of false whiskers and a wig 
can become a back-country farmer In a 
minute and a half.

Well,, the Moewe, with a dozen bales 
of hay and a keg of paint, can disguise 
herself completely in an hoiir or so. 
; 


Give Capt. Count Dohna-Schlodien ! 
the hay and the paint, and the Moewe, 
when a British cruiser comes in sight, 
will 
be 
a 
Danish 
coastal 
steamer 
rounding the Cattegat with fodder for . 
Swedish sheep. 


I remember when we wero^ laying 
mines off Jutland. 
It was 
murky 
weather, and we worked at night. In a 
storm so heavy everything aboard not 
nailed fast was smashed to smitherens. 


As long as the storm kept up we 
were safe, but when the sky cleared 


and a British blockader began playing 
her searchlight on us we thought the 
game was up. 


Not at all. 
Our disguise was so pfer- 
fect the Britons let us slip without ex- ' 
aminatlon. 
And that night, the thlrd^ 
night out of Wilhelmshaven, we com- 
pleted the planting of our share of, 
mines. 
| 


Then .there was our first capture of 
a British steamer: 
We wei-e plowing 
through the North Sea in pursuit of 
an unsuspecting prey when another 
steamer hove in sight and headed to- ; 
ward us. 


We kept to our course, until the 
count ascertained the new steamer was 
no warship; then up went the German ^ 
flag, the signal "stop" below it, and 
we fired a shot across the bows of each 
boot. 
We captured both.

A few days later we learned by wire- ! 


less that one of our mines had blown 
up the British dreadnaught King Ed- 
ward, A chorus of "hochs" resounded 
over the North Sea. 


Out of the Author, which we over- 
hauled within a day or so, we took 
mutton on the hoof, and a ton or so of 
rice, some of which we fed to the Las- 
car seamen taken from previous prizes. 
We had to shoot several fine horses, 
and we watched a number of autos sink 
with the ship. We couldn't use them, 
you know. 


Nearly every ship we picked off had 
Lascar or Mohamrtiedan crews, 
and 
our prison pen was a regular mosque. 


One prize, the Trader, we sent down 
by moonlight, and she dove stern first, 
in a gigantic corkscrew turn, with the 
smoke of her explosion still shadowing 
the moon.

By this time we had a hundred pris- 
oners and a small menagerie of mon- 
keys, cats, dogs and chickens, besides 
the sheep. 


Better weather came as we Toyaged 
south. 
It waa between Africa and 
Brazil somewhere that we came across 
the Appam, which could easily have 
escaped us, as she had better speed. 


But old Sherlock Holmes of the Sea, 
perfeictly disguised, 
drew 
near 
his 
quarry until it came time to order' 
"hands up!" and unmask the arma- 
ment. 


When we discovered a gun on the 
Appam's forward deck, and 
British 
jailors preparing to fire it at us, sharp- 
i shooters were told to pick off the sall- 
' ors about the cannon—-which they did 
with their rifles, causing a panic on the 
liner.

Oyster Bay, N. Y., Jan. 23.—^Label- 
ing President Wilson's address as a 
grandiloquent promise "made in an 
attempt to conceal the pitiful ignominy 
and shirking" of the present adminis- 
tration, Col. Theodore Roosevelt he.-e 
last night took issue with the peace 
argument voiced during the afternoon 
before the senate. 


The colonel said that until an em- 
phatic stand is taken by the'American 
government on the Belgian depo- ta- 
tions any statement about our "stand 
for righteousness in the nebulous fu- 
ture is both ridiculous and insincere " 


"As far as I am concerned," said Col. 
Roosevelt after reading the president's 
address carefully, "those interested in 
my views on these matters will find 
them in my address to the Nobel pea.:e 
prize committee in Norway at the end 
of April, 1910. 


"It is well to remember, however, 
that unless the words of our govern- 
ment in this matter are to be accepted 
as the idlest and most empty of nil 
idle and empty words, we must remem- 
ber two or three plain bits of homely 
fact. 


"Thfe first is that "it is worthless to 
make promises about the future unle^-s 
in the present we keep those we have 
already made. Unless this government 
is prepared at this moment to take an 
emphatic position as regards such a 
hideous outrage as the deportation of 
the 
men 
and 
women 
of 
northern 
France and Belgium, it is both ridicu- 
lous and insincere for us to mouth, 
about standing for righteousness. 


"Moreover, unless this government 
can bring the peace of justice to Mex- 
ico it had better not talk- about secur- 
ing peace of justice throughout the 
world. 


"As regards freedom of the seas, the 
most Important element in it is free- 
dom from murder, and until this gov- 
ernment has taken an effective stand 
to prevent the murder of Its citizens by 
submarines on the high seas, it makes 
itself an object of'derision. 


"We shall not command such rf»- 
spent as long as our government seel.-.«; 
to conceal the pitiful ignominy and the 
pitiful shirking of duty by making a 
grandiloquent promise, which there is 
nothing in its past record to indica'e 
that it would seriously attempt

History of that battle recalls the fact 
that, until the fifth round, O'Brien wa.s 
outboxing Burns at every stage of the j 
game. 
In this round, however, Biirns J 
landed heavily and the blow demoralized 1 
O'Brien's features and his courage. 
He 
circled fairly distant from Burns during 
the remainder of the bout. 


Announcement soon was made" that an- 
other match had been agreed to. 
But 
here's what the public dldn|t know. 


O'Brien, realizing that Burns was very 
dangerous, but anxious to secure the pres- 
tige of a victory, visited. Burns' home one 
night and proposed that Burns should 
take most of the purse money and let 
O'Brien win the battle. 


Burns consented, thoirgh not In good 
faith with O'Brien. 
Tom McCarey, the 
Los Angeles promoter was taken 
into 
confidence by Burns. 
It was agreed be- 
tween McCarey and Burns that the fake 
should be kept so far as appearances were 
concerned. 


The night of the second battle arrived 
and 
naturally 
Interest 
was 
Intense. 
114 i O'Brien dressed In the front of the house, 
while Burns had a room at the rear where 
the gladiators usually prepared for their 
entry. 


O'Brien tripped blithely down the aisle, 
his high spirits reflected in a gaudy dress- 
ing gown. 
Thoughts of the laurel to be 
wreathed ground his brow made O'Brien 
feel very cocky that night. 
But O'Brien- 
didn't know everything that had tran- 
spired behind the scenes. 


Burns lay stretched on a rubbing table 
and refused to leave until absolutely sure 
that the,stage had been carefully set for 
the undoing of O'Brien. 


Charles Eyton, the referee, was 
in- 
structed to announce that all bets had 
been called oft and to send the men to-

Kyton himself had no previou.s knowl- 
edge of what lay behind hi.s instructions. 
Burns would not conseift to remain in the 
ring until after the announcement had.

O'Brien 
was amazed when 
Burns told 


h i m a fight was on tap. 


Tommy stood waiting until Eyton had 
finished with his, "Gentlemen, I have been 
asked by the management to declare all 
bets on this match off, for good and suf- 
licient reasons." 


A quick bound and Burns was through 
the ropes again and over to the corner 
where O'Brien sat, amazement on his face. 
Billy Nolan had been brought down from 
San PYancisco as adviser for O'Brien. 
Nolan ahvay.s declared that he had not 
known until a short time before the bat- 
tle what had been planned. 


"You've gotta fight tonight," growled 
Burns as he came to where O'Brien sat. 


"Go ahead. Jack, you can beat him 
anyway," said Nolan. 


There remains little to be told of what 
then occurred. 
As though from a can- 
non, O'Brien flew to a far corner,of the 
ring and it really appeared as though he 
figured leaping the ropes. 


For 20 rounds O'Brien ran away. 
He 
feared the probability of Burns breaking 
his guard. Burns was given the decision. 
He spent a lot of his time standing with 
arms down in the ring center inviting the 
wary O'Brien to come close.

every measure for the well being of 
the troops should be provided in ad- 
vance. 
Accordingly he would 
have 
each reservation of twenty to 
fifty 
thousand acres provided 
with 
rail- 
road sidings, water works, sewer sys- 
tem, garbage disposal plants, depots 
for equipment and supplies and stores 
of 
building 
materials. 
Prominent 
featui-es of the report are a defense 
of the personnel of the militia, 
a 
plea for universal military sei-vice and 
criticism of unpreparedness and red 
tape.

The force to which Moldavie Jalomitza was 
attached was stationed at an obscure 
border 
point high up In the mountains when the decla- 
ration was issued. 
But, though It was obscure, 
the post was none the less Important for all 
that, for It guarded the pass through 
which 
wended the road leading to Kronstadt, with Its 
important railways. 
Yet the force was small— 
smill compared to the importance of its posi- 
tion, because it really was a border point and 
the concentration of troops there would have 
brought strong protest from Austria. 
Yet Kron- 
stadt was a strong position and had been occu- 
pied by a large body of Teutonic troops ever 
since the breaking of relations between the two 
countries had seemed imminent. 
And this force, 
of course, at once advanced towards the pass 
and its little body of defenders. 


The advanced scouts saw the Teutons coming, 
defiling Into the steep pass In light marching 
order, without artillerj- and cavalry. 
Because 
there was only one arm of the sei-\-ice in the 
attacking party and because the defenders were 
so intrenched that the invaders would find it 
impossible to carry out a 
flanking 
movement, 
the commander of the littlft post decided 
to 
stand his ground and defend the pass as well 
a s he could until re-enforcements should 
ar- 
rive. 
He knew they already must be on the 
way, for the army commanders would not long 
leave a post so Important as this exposed to the 
grasp of the enemy; so, he resolved that, 
if 
humanly possible, he and his men should stand 
oiY the attackers until that help arrived. 


As the Teutons advanced they threw out skir- 
mish lines, crawling toward the little post, tak- 
ing advantage of every rock and tree, instead of 
pursuing their customary tactics of charging In 
dense formation. In fact, the very nature of the 
ground prohibited such an advance as the Prus- 
sian tactics generally call for. There was plenty 
of cover for the men and they were able to 
crawl from place to place, gradually closing in 
on the post stockade. As they rested behind the 
protection of a Jutting rock they took pot shots 
at the little detachment of defenders, and tlie 
latter replied as best they might. 


The sharpshooters of the Rumanian army held 
their Are until they actually had something to 
.«hoot at, and many an enemy fell. But the at- 
tacking party was so strong that they were able 
to keep an undiminished force advancing. And 
even the more or less wild shooting of the Teu- 
tons was having its effect. 


So the force in the stockade constantly became 
smaller and smaller, until not quite half of the 
original rinmV>er remained fit for >">.rvice. The 
officer in charge had fallen and been succeeded 
by a junior lieutenant. Moldavie .Jalomitza was 
the only other remaining officer.

MMEDIATELY on the declaration of war, the 
forces of the king started forward to engage 
those of the kaiser.

A new development in the Ruman- 


ian campaign was revealed in today's 
German official statement which re- 
ports a Bulgarian movement north- 
ward in Dobrudja across the southern 
estuary of the Danube. 


The crossing was. effected 
near 


Tultcha, 37 miles southeast of Galatz 
and places the Bulgarians apparently 
on one of the large islands which stud 
the course of the river near its mouth. 


The Teutonic advance is thus car- 


ried nearer the Bessarabian boundary 
which here is formed by the northern 
estuary of the Danube. 


It remains to be developed whether 


the Bulgarian move is the prelude to 
an effort to turn the Russian left 
flank by completing the crossing of 
the stream at this far easterly point. 
In any event it gives Field Marshal 
von Mackensen a firmer hold on the 
Danube near its 
mouth, 
the only 


stretch where he had not already 
complete control of the river. 


Along the remainder of the Ruman- 


ian front there have been only en- 
gagements between advanced detach- 
ments, these resulting favorably to 
the Teutonic forces, notably in the 
Kasino valley region, where a Rus- 
sian attack in some force was re- 
pulsed, according to Berlin.

wise the operations on the various 
fighting fronts have been mostly raid- 
ing enterprises.

Almost without exception appraisement of President Wilson's ad- 


dress to the national sciiato on Monday is that the occasion marks a 
tnilestone in our national life that will become historic. With strik- 
ing candor and with unusual force the president set forth what he eon- 
iteives-to bo America's duty regarding the preservation of peace when 
the present European struggle shall have eouic to an end. In brief he 
declared his conviction that safety for America can lie in no peace 
•which it does not have in hand in bringing about; that no agreement in 
•which we are not included can remove the menace of wnr. and that 
nothing less than a Monroe doctrine of world-wide acceptance and ap- 
plication can make secure the future for nations large, or small. 


AVhat ever may develop as to the justification for a positive stand 


of• this character at this time, there can be no gainsaying the high 
plane of the president's program or the humanitarian motives which 
actuated him. In the largest sense he was speaking not for the United 
States alone. He was making an appeal for the world. He was urging 
that an equality of right be substituted for aggression; that the great 
powers be content to allow the smaller ones to exist, and that justice 
and not force be the measure of adjustment of international cliffer- 
'ences. He spoke for the peaceful rivalry of liumanitarianism rather 
than the crushing power of force, and pleaded for the inviolability of 
international compact to the end that national life everywhere be sc-

Senators who listened to the president's words had no doubt. Imt 


that in them history was in the making. No inkling of the character 
of the address had been permitted to .filter out in advance of its de- 
livery, and the occasion was tense with possibility, for no man can ex- 
actly foresee the resultant developments of this remarkable paper. 
There are those who shrink from any course that leads the United 
States away from its traditional aloofness regarding world alliances, 
and to these it spells calamity, yet we can conceive no higher under- 
Baking for any people than that which seeks to create and to assist in 
maintaining a world peace so definite and so positive that no nation 
would dare to'cither break it or to indulge the aggression that would 
peril its permanency. It is a radical departure from American tra 
dition that the president proposes, yet he, perhaps better than any 
other, is in position to see the urgent necessity for the course lie is ad- 
vocating.

THE history of every nation 


and the record of every wax o£ 
which there Is a. record will be 
found stories of women: about 
their sacrifices in sending fa- 
ther, husband and brother to 
the front; about their heroism 
in aiding tho actual fighters and 


In keeping up the morale of the troops; about 
tfeiperate enterprises undertaken by individual 
Women for the saving: of the home troops or the 
destruction of the enemy; about the manner In 
which they took up the home work of the men 
serving at the front; about how they nursed and 
•nceored the wounded and distressed, and even 
about their having taken a prominent part in 
the actual fighting. 


From tho time that the Egyptians raised reg- 


iments of "Amazons." composed entirely of 
women and reptitcd to he amomr the best flght- 
tm In the entire army, dates the recognition of 
woman as a soldier. Xone of the "civilized" na-

But the 
stories of the women who went Into action, 
who became Integral parts of the war machines, 
who lived, suffered, fought and died like men, 
hare filtered through the military censors only 
once in a while, and then usually they were 
shorn of most of their details. 


"With the lifting ot the strictness of the cen- 


sorship that has taken place since the beginning 
of the allies' big push, a number of stories toll- 
ing of the parts of women In the war have 
drifted through. Perhaps the most interesting of 
these Is that of a Rumanian woman. Moldavia 
Jalomitza, who. gypsy-like, posed as a man be- 
fore the conscription officers of her country un- 
til she was accepted as a soldier among the 
;.dO,000 who make up the army of the newest en- 
trant into the war and who was ona of the first 
of the Kumnnlan army to engage the enemy fol- 
lowing the declaration of hostilities with Aus- 
tria.

Enlists Before "War Starts.

OLJ3AVIE enlisted many months before the 


war started, however. She was at the big 


training camps with the Sixth Bucharest Regi- 
ment. Being naturally sturdy and more or less 
accustomed to a life In the open, she stood the 
hard life without much trouble, though she 
never did lose the delicate look that often 
caused her comrades to wonder about her. Hut 
she maintained her place in tho army and her 
secret both: and some months befqre the decla- 
ration of war was advanced In rank to fill a va- 
cancy corresponding to the place of sergeant In 
the American army. 


Rumania long had been expecting to enter the 


war. 
Her queen, related to the British and 


Russian thrones, and her people, long anti-Teu- 
tonic in feeling, combined their influences with 
the kine until he finally was obliged to consent 
to aiding the allies, saying: 


•1 am merely the king of Rumania and must 


obey the will of the people." 


As a consecmence of this long expectation of 


war she was In a state of preparedness for war 
and her troops were concentrated at points 
which enabled them to take the field within 
twenty-four hours after the actual declaration. 
Tn l;irt. prarcelv that long had expired when 
frontier fnearements were reported with Aus- 
tro-(;o.rninn troops. Germany having declared

concentration camps the men who had been 
waiting for this order with eagerness spread 
out towards the frontier. 
There they -were 


met by Teutonic forces—Austrians and Germans 
both, which had been gathered in f^r of this 
vaiy event—so that there actually was little, if 
any of the element of surprise in the begin- 
ning of the conflict between the two countries. 


The force to which Moldavie Jalomitza was'' 


attached was stationed at an obscure border 
point high up In the mountains when the decla- 
ration was issued. But. though it was obscure, 
the post was none the less Important for all 
that, for it guarded the pass through which 
wended the road leading to Kronstadt, with Its 
important railways. Yet the force was small— 
small compared to the importance of its posi- 
tion, because it really was a border point and 
the concentration of troops there would have 
brought strong protest from Austria. Yet Kron- 
stadt was a strong: position ami had been occu- 
pied by a large body of. Teutonic troops ever 
since the breaking of relations between the two 
countries had seemed imminent. And this force, 
of course, at once advanced towards the pass 
and its little body of defenders. 


The advanced scouts saw the Teutons coming, 


defiling Into the steep pass In light marching 
order, without artillery and cavalry. 
Because 


there was only one arm of the service in the 
attacking party and because the defenders were 
so intrenched that the invaders would find it 
impossible to carry out a flanking movement, 
the commander of the 'little post decided to 
stand his ground and defend the pass as well 
as he could until re-enforcements should ar- 
rive. 
He knew they already must be on the 


way. for the army commanders would not long 
leave a post so important as this exposed to the; 
grasp of the enemy; so he resolved that. If 
humanly possible, he and his men should stand 
oft tha attackers until that help arrived. 


As the Teutons advanced they threw out skir- 


mish lines, crawling toward the little post, tak- 
ing advantage of every rock and tree. Instead of 
pursuing their customary tactics of charging In 
dense formation. In fact, tho very nature of the 
ground prohibited such an advance as the Prus- 
sian tactics generally call for. There was plenty 
of cover for the men and they were able to 
crawl from place to place, gradually closing In 
on the post stockade. As they rested behind the 
protection of a Jutting rock they took pot shots 
at the little detachment of defenders, and the 
latter replied as beet they might. 


Tho sharpshooters of the Rumanian arrny held 


their fire until they actually had something to 
shoot at. and many an enemy fell. But the at- 
tacking party was so strong that they were able 
to keep an undlmlnlshed force advancing. Ana 
even the more or less wild shooting of the Teu- 
tons was having Its effect. 


So the force in the stockade constantly became 


smaller nnd smaller, until not quite half of tho 
original number remained fit for p-irvico. The 
officer In charge had fallen and been succeeded 
b> a junior lieutenant. Moldavie Jalomitza was 
the only other remolnlng officer.

Her decision was made: She would not sur- 


render, but would hold out to the last for the 
glory of her country!

Battle Changes Tone. 


S 


CARCELY fifteen minutes afterwards the 


noise of the battle took on a new tone, a 


greater volume of sound. From the cliffs to the 


rear of the stockade It re-echoed and seemed 
to fill the whole pass. And there was a distinct- 
ly new tune played, too, something almost 
Wagnerian In Its heavy bass accompaniment. 


And soon there was a rush of men acroM 


the pass, from the often-watched turn In th« 
road to the stockade, and beyond—men cheer- 
ing, yelling, shooting, sweeping like a whirlwind 
on the attackers—the aid, the re-enforcements, 
the rescuers had arrived!

But, at th* 
rear, when the surgeon could discover no evl» 
dences of wounds and began to disrobe the body 
to apply resuscitation methods, he discovered 
other Important facts, which were that this 
officer, who had held out so bravely 1n tltt 
face of terrifying odds, was a woman and that 
she had fainted at the reaction when the res- 
cuers arrived, Just because she was a woman 
and it was the most natural thing in the world 
for her to do. 


Of course, when the report of the affair wa» 


• made to staff headquarters by the general com- 


manding the new detachment occupying ,th» 
pass, an investigation was begun and Moldavie 
Jalomitza was ordered to report at general head- 
quarters. 
There she was made to tell how 


she had gained entrance into the army and the 
officers themselves were compelled to laugh as 
she humorously described the way she con- 
trived to slide by the medical examiners. But 
she was told that now she must leave the army, 
though her rank would not be taken away from 
her. 


The case of Moldavie is only one of many 


similar. 


The peasant women of the Slav countries, who 


are accustomed to doing the work of men, ar« 
better able to endure the stress of trench llf» 
from their training In the fields and on tu» 
roads of their native countries. Many of tries* 
women have been taken captive by the Germans 
after they had defended positions as bravely 
and as stubbornly as the men. Many minor po- 
sitions on the officers' staffs In the Russian ana 
Hungarian armies are held by women, and the, 
early history of the war is filled with the ex- 
ploits of the Serbian women. German women 
have managed to enlist by disguising themselves 
as men, and they have been Imitated by not a 
few French and Knglish.
